The truth is, 
sovereigns even in Russia have no great 
influence over politics that relate to al} 
hurope. The foreign

than he is those of his sovereign, and if 
the full truth were known, it would 
probably be seen that circumstances and 
statesmanship invariably coritrol against 
personalism even in aujoeratic coun tries. 
So it will be in Rassia. The new czar 
will never enter into an alliance against 
Germany, or favorable to Greece until! 
circumstances render such a course ad- 
visable if not imperative. He will not 
take such a step aby sooner than his 
father would have dene. 

And then, too, he is peculiarly sit- 
uated.

A Georgia Cotton Factory. 

The report of Mr. George T. Jackson, 
president of the Eaterprise manufact- 
uring company of Augusta, ought to be 
circulated among the capitalists of the 
north. During the past year the factory 
turned out 4,283 bales of goods, 88,953 
pieces, 1,198,864 pounds, and 4,528,073 
yards. This was done with 264 looms 
running. The average of yards per loom 
per day was 56.60. The cotton consumed 
amounted to 2919  bales—1.137.849 
pounds, the average cost of which was 
11.13. The number of hands employed 
was 252, and the aggregate of wages paid 
the hands was $61,399.54. During the 
year the mill was run with unprece- 
dented regularity.

The profits of the year are such 
as to warrant the board of directors in 
declaring a dividend of ten per centum, 
which was payable on the 10th inst. It 
was expected that this dividend would 
be paid in stock, though that was op- 
tional with stockholders. Thesuccessfu! 
working of the mill has induced the 
board to carry out a plan to increase the 
building, machinery and capacity of the 
factory, a project that will require the 
full payment of ail stock, making the 
paid-up capital $500,000. The increase 
of machinery will give the mill 600 looms 
and 38,600 spindles, and place the enter- 
prise in a most favorable position. ‘The 
net earnings ef the company during the 
year, over all expenses, interest on 
bonds, etc., amounted to $11,688.17.
